Bethel from Standish, and married 
Martha, the daughter of Eleazer 
Twitched. Ten children were born 
to them, the oldest son being Ca¬ 
leb, born August 17, 1797. Caleb 
Rowe married. Ab'igial Plummer, 
and they were the parents of^elev- 
en children, Ceylon being the sixth 
child. He was* born April, tst, 
1838. Ceylon Rowe was educated 
at Gould’s Academy, and being of 
a business turn of mind, he secured 
a thorough business education. 

May 12th, 1864, he’married Miss 
Mary M. Grover, with whom he 
has since very happily resided. 

They have one son, Herbert Cey¬ 
lon, born October 26th, 1877. Her- 
hert. Rowe is a young man of excel 
lent habits, and expects to enter 
Bowdoin College next year. 

In 1S50 Mr. Rowe entered the 
store of Abner Davis as clerk, 
where he remained two years. In 
1S66 a copartnership was formed 
lor general trade, under the firm 
name of Rowe, Grover and Co., Mr. 
Rowe beiug the senior partner. 
The firm coutinued in business 
three yearsj'after which Mr. Rowe 
continued the business alone 
until 1S73, when he took his broth¬ 
er, Edwin C. Rowe, as partner. 
Five years later Mr. Rowe'sold out 
to his. brother and commenced 
trade»for himself, and so continues 
to the present time.

Left ^Meadow Cliff Cottage for Bethel 
Hill in. company with my cousins, Mr. 
Byron Shaw, Miss Julia G-ilcrease, Mrs. 
O. E. Whitman and little daughter. 

The four mile drive from West Bethel 
| to Bethel Hill is very pretty. On leav- 
^ ing what is commonly called “The C 01 - 
1 ner” at West Bethel we passed splendid 
I groves of hireh, green fields and broad 
meadows, over Mils, between hills, and 
then again for some distance the road 
would be quite level. 

On our right going toward the Hill, 
Old Spar-liawlc mountain looked oyer 
at us nearly .all the way, while on our 
left a range .of high mountains some 
twelve miles long reared their heads 
hundreds of feet above us. These moun¬ 
tains were partly covered with dense 
foliage of every tint and hue. 

On the hill-sides and in the meadows 
were herd of cattle and flocks of sheep 
grazing, seemingly unconscious of the 
grand scenery that surrounded them. 

After leaving Mrs. Whitman and 
daughter at the Bethel Depot to take 
the express for Lewiston we drove 
through*the village. This is a beauti 
ful town and aside from its hand¬ 
some churches and its' Academy it 
boasts of many fine residences. Am on 
these I noticed particularly the impos¬ 
ing residence of Judge Enoch Poster 
who has presided over many a term of 
the Supreme Court held atSaco. Jndgi 
Foster’s residence is a large old-fashion 
ed house surrounded by shade trees. 

Leaving Bethel we crossed over the 
old covered bridge spanning the An dm. 
seoggin,.and entered Mayville, a quiet 
little village on the left bank of the riv¬ 
er, It has a modest looking white 
church which adds much to it’s pictur¬ 
esque appearance. 

The view from the old covered bridj 
is delightful. One can see up the river 
some distance and the whole scene 
seemed to be set in a grand frame-work 
of massive mountains, A celebrated 
artist once painted the view from this 
bridge and received several- thousand 
dollars for the painting. 

The road from Mayville to Gilead 
abounds in attractive scenery. Each 
view as we came to it seemed more de¬ 
lightful than the one just passed. All 
along the road on either side there were 
many lovely hits of scenery, cosy nooks, 
groves of pine, with a little water-fall 
here and there making its own sweet 
music as its waters went rippling over 
the pebbles. Not the least picturesque 
were the quiet farm-houses which lined 
both sides of the road. Many of these 
were very handsome and the grounds 
around them showed taste and elegance, 
while others were not quite so* pretty, 
a few looked sadly in need of repairs. 

The road for several miles runs along 
tlie sides of the mountains many feet 
above West Bethel (which village can 
he plainly seen nearly all the way), 
while below us at the base of the moun¬ 
tains, “flowing in majestic pride,” is 
one of the .most beautiful rivers in 
New England, the Androscoggin hurry¬ 
ing to the sea. In many places the 
banks were so steep and the x foliage 
so dense as to hide it from*' view, then 
through the screen-like branches of the 
trees it would become visible again and 
where there were no trees it would hurst 
into view, and at the widest parts its 
breast would be dottecl with numerous 
islands. -These islands looked very 
pretty robed in their green and gold. 

After passing the immense stock 
farm of William Chapman we made a 
turn in the road and there facing us the 
rest of the way to Gileae stood in all its 
glory that grandest of mountains and 
worthy in every respect the noble name 
it bears, that of Washington, “ Grand, 
Old Mount Washington!'" 

We rode along under the base of a 
steep rugged mountain with its rocky 
sides almost hare of foliage, and as we 
looked up from our buckboard its top 
seemed to pierce the- very sky. Along 
its rocky sides on the shelves and over¬ 
hanging cliffs the bear and deer roam at 
will with little fear of being disturbed 
by the hunter’s rifle. This indeed is a 
grandseene andno adjective in theEng- 
lisli language is adequate to deserib6 
it. It must be seen to be appreciated! 
Thenameof tbis grand, rugged moun¬ 
tain is “Tumble-Down-Dick.” As in 
tbe past, so throughout the coming ages 
its rocky sides will continue to he beat¬ 
en by wind and storm, but to the end of 
time it Svill stand one of the grandest 
monuments to Him who in his infinite 
wisdom created all things for man’s en¬ 
joyment. ‘

-Bear and Saddle-Back, mountains,: the, 
home of the bear, deer, wolf and wild¬ 
cat, and while not so rugged, bold; an di 
picturesque as “Tumble-Dotvn-Dick,” 
yet they are several hundred feet high¬ 
er and not without, beauty. 1 ~ . 

All the time we have been enjoying: 
these rugged monunients of Nature the 
river has still -tied with the mountains 
in all its scenery and while more -mod- 
estyetitis quite as pleasing;

“When the explosion took place, the 
projectile went straight as a bullet to 
the mark, exploded as he planned that 
it should, and tore most of the target to 
pieces. Thus successful was the first 
rifled cannon ball ever fired in this or 
any other country. A second discharge 
with the same precautions was not so 
successful, it striking the target askew, 
for it took later experience to .bach that 
this was the fault of the projectile, and 
that to secure the straight passage 
through the air it must be 6f eveff thick¬ 
ness and evenly balanced. Later, after 
many experiments, it was adopted by 
theiwar department as an improvement, 
of great value.” 

New System of Subdividing Time. 

A modified centesimal system of sub¬ 
dividing time and angular .measures is 
advocated by M. H. de Surranton, in 
Le Revue Scientifique. He' proposes to 
retain tbe hour as a-fundamental unit 
of time, on account of its universal ac¬ 
ceptance, its convenience and the help¬ 
lessness of the task of altering it. But 
the hour should be divided into 100 
minutes and the minute into 100 sec¬ 
onds. Thus each new minute would be 
three-fifths of an old minute, or 36 sec¬ 
onds, while the new second would be a 
little over a third of the present second. 
Two of the new.seconds would cover 
the time of a brisk step, like the accel¬ 
erated pace used in the French army. 

The new second is the time taken by 
one semivibration of a single pendulum 
12.9 centimeters long. Time could then 
be consistently expressed in hours and 
decimals. Thus 83.3348 hours might be 
read 8 hours 33 (new) minutes 48 (new) 
seconds, and calculations involving time 
would be much simplified. Clock and 
watch dials would be subdivided into 
hours as usual, but the smaller divi¬ 
sions for the minute and second hands 
would be hundredths of the circle in¬ 
stead of sixtieths, and every tenth divi¬ 
sion would have to be slightly marked. 
For angular measurements M. de Sur¬ 
ranton proposes 240 degrees subdivided 
into 10 minutes of 100 seconds each, so 
that they could be converted into hours 
by shifting the decimal point one place 
to the left. 

No More Goods on Approval. 

Several large retail stores have put a 
stop to the practice of sending home 
goods to customers for inspection, or, in 
the trade term, “approval,” as they 
find that such articles are often used 
and then returned with the statement 
that they do not answer the purpose. 

A woman well known in fashionable 
circles lately ordered from a foremost 
houoe two dozen fairy lamps sent to her 
residence on approval. Two days after¬ 
ward she gave a dinner party. Among 
the guests was a member of the firm 
she had so lately visited. The fairy 
larqps were used with pleasing effect 
on the table, sparkling among the flow¬ 
ers and. greens or shining in shady 
nooks about the dining room. 

Imagine the surprise of the merchant 
the day after to receive the lamps back, 
as a clerk informed him, with a polite 
note that they did not suit. It is a posi¬ 
tive fact that the stumps of the burned 
candies and the grease drippings had 
not been removed.—Philadelphia CalL 

Impossibility of-“Perpetual Motion.” 

One hundred and twenty years ago, 
in 1775, the "Paris Academy of Sciences 
withdrew its sliding reward of 600,000 
francs which had been offered for a 
“perpetual motion machine.” It was 
plainly stipulated in the offer that the 
machine should “be self active; so 
much so, at least,' that when once set in 
motion, it shall continue to move with¬ 
out the aid of external forces, and with¬ 
out the loss of momentum, until its 
parts are worn out. ‘ ’ During the years 
that the above reward was the standing 
offer thousands of men became insane 
over the problem. At last, at the time 
of the date given in the opening, the 
impossibility of constructing such a 
machine having been demonstrated, the 
offer was formally withdrawn. No gov¬ 
ernment or society of standing now of¬ 
fers a reward for such a machine.—St. 
Lop is Republio. 

Victims of Omnibuses In Paris. 

It has often been said that the old 
stagecoaches caused in the aggregate 
many more deaths than the modern 
railway trains, even though railway ac¬ 
cidents, when they do happen, are usu¬ 
ally more serious than those to which 
stagecoaches are liable. A French 
statistician has been impressed with the 
numerous accidents caused by the om¬ 
nibuses in Paris, and he contrasts them 
in a similar way with accidents on the 
railways. Even those who know the 
dangers of the Paris streets, which are 
far greater to all appearance than those “ 
of the London streets; will probably be ; 
surprised at the result arrived at. The 
conclusion based upon the statistics of 
the past year is that the Paris omnibus- 
6s alone count more victims in one year 1 
than do the whole of the railways of 
France in ten times that period. -Lon- , 
don Nows.

INTRICACIES OF MODERN SHIPS 


Require Greater Care Than 
Old-Time Vessels. 


Washington, Nov. 11. -**. Commodora 
Philip Hichborn, chief of the bureau of 
construction, and repair of the nary,, has 
completed his report for the year. 'The. 
report includes estimates for appropri¬ 
ations for next year, the most important 
of which is §5,895,679 to be expended oh, 
vessels authorized by congress for the in¬ 
crease of the* navy. He also asks for $ 1 ,* 
500,000 for the general repairs of vessels; 
and the purchase of stores and machinery; 
§538,000 for continuance of work already 
authorized on the Hartford, the Chicago 
and other vessels, and §500,000 for two 
composite sailing vessels. 

He dwells especially upon the necessity 
of adequate money for the, repair of ves¬ 
sels, covering: Modem steel ships, with 
their extreme sub-division and elaborate 
systems of ventilation, drainage and me¬ 
chanical auxiliaries of all kinds, require 
much greater care, both when in; commis¬ 
sion and in ordinary, than was formerly* 
the case with the old wooden ships.

It is now more than nine years since the 
first: vessel of the new navy was put in 
commission, and the necessity for general 
repairs, and renewal of fittings and equip¬ 
ments is becoming more and more press¬ 
ing. The policy of extreme economy has 
about reached Its limit, and unless more 
ample appropriations are made for the 
care and preservation of ships and the 
general maintenance of the yard plants 
the efficiency of the fleet will be de¬ 
molished and government property will 
suffer serious deterioration. 

Commodore Hichbom notes the, com¬ 
pletion and acceptance during the year of 
the Marblehead, Colombia, Olympia and 
Minneapolis; gives the status of other 
vessels which are almost completed,, and 
also states the facts in connection with 
contracts, recently let, and specifications 
- made under the authority of the last naval 
appropriation bill. He suggests the im¬ 
portance of appropriations sufficient to 
push the navy yard plants at Portsmouth, 
H. H., Boston, Hew York, League island, 
Norfolk, and island, Oak,, in a con- 

dition to meet the demands of the imme¬ 
diate future. 

Probably the mo 3 t importantpart of the 
report is that devoted to the' necessity of 
increased drydock facilities. Mr. Hich¬ 
bom notes the fact that there was no dock 
government or private, in the country 
sufficiently large to dock the Indiana pre¬ 
liminary to her trial trip. ; Tf,” he says 
“such a condition confronts the depart¬ 
ment In time of peace, it is easily realized 
how serious a defect it would prove in 
time of war, when the casualties of battle 
and necessity for keeping the bottoms of 
vessels in such condition,, that they might 
develop their highest speed, would largely 
increase the demands on our docking facili- 

Favors Greater Docking Facilities. 

The chief constructor endorses the recom¬ 
mendation of the "constructor at Boston 
for a dock there sufficient in size to take 
the largest vessel, as he does also similar 
recommendations for the constructors at 
Norfolk and Mare island. 

Mr. Hichbom algo recommends: “that 
in order that the plants: at our naval sta¬ 
tions may always be kept in a high state 
of efficiency for the performance of the 
general work of repairing and fitting out 
it is earnestly recommended that in future 
appropriation provisions be made for 
having at least one vessel in course of con¬ 
struction at each of the three principal 
navy yards." 

Explaining the reason for this sugges¬ 
tion,, he says that the completion of the 
vessels: building at the New York and 
Norfolk navy yards has necessitated the 
discharge of a large proportion of the 
skilled foree hitherto employed at those 
stations, and it would be exceedingly dif- 
flc ult t o _ maintain the efficiency of the 
construction and repair plants at those 
yards unless early measures are taken to 
give regular employment to a small force 
of skilled mechanics in each of the prin¬ 
cipal yards. 1 

The report renews the recommendation 
previously made of an experimental tank 
to which carefully conducted experiments 
could be made with models in such a way 
as to anticipate the performance of the 
completed vessel, these results not being 
capable of attainment in any other way; 

Several foreign governments have al¬ 
ready preceded us in this direction and 
have constructed elaborate experimental 
stations, the British taking the lead One 
hundred thousand dollars is asked for 
this purpose, and it is believed that with 
such a station, properly equipped t 
officered; the department will be in a con¬ 
dition to make original research and act 
on independent lines, instead of bein 
compelled, in a great measure; to rely 

• upon the experiments and deductions of 

others, which must of necessity be ac¬ 
cepted at their full value, as there is no 
means in. this country .of testing their ac 
curacy.

Habana, Nov. 11 .—It is new admitted, 
I even in official circles, that the insurgents 
have recently made such progress in the 
j: Afferent provinces they are operating in, 
and that they have received a quantity of 
arms, ammunition and dynamite, that 
affairs may be said to be reaching a crisis.

one of the points where the captain gen¬ 
eral recently established a heliogranh sta¬ 
tion to try and keep up communication 
between the cities; of Santa Clara and 
Puerto Principe. 

, Put that route is now occupied by the, 
insurgents, and every road recently tra¬ 
versed by the captain general, when he so 
narrowly escaped death or capture, are 
now in possession of the insurgents, and 
it will be very difficult, if not impossible, 
forth© Spanish commander to maintain 
communication with Puerto Principe. 

In addition, the Roloff and Cespedes ex¬ 
peditions, well-armed and equipped, have 
joined forces and are preparing to enter 
into active co-operation with Maximo 
Gomez in,Santa Clara, Then, again, the 
insurgent commander; Serafim Sanchez, 
is in strong force encamped at Abrous, 
near Cienfuegos, the most Important port 
Of the province of Santa Clara and one of 
the most important cities of the island of 
Cuba. He is openly recruiting his fol¬ 
lowers, and just burned all houses of Lab- 
arinto, Estados Uuldos and Heseras, val¬ 
uable farms and the property of the Mar¬ 
quis Apezeteguia. 

Boloff and Cespedes are making things 
very .lively for the captain general in the 
province of Sauta Clara, where most of 
the insurgent activity is now being dis¬ 
played. They are driving the farmers 
away from the towns, under penalty of 
being shot, and the latter cannot be in¬ 
duced' to return even under the ! promises, 
of land, and protection held out to them 
by De Campos. 

From. Four Points. 

In the direction of Remedios and Sagua 
La Grande, the insurgents are also active, 
and it will thus be seen that they are 
fooving from four different points upon 
the city of Santa Clara, which is garri¬ 
soned by some of the best troops of Spain 
and the most reliable volunteers. 

All the Insurgents’ great lea 
eluding Maximo Gomez, are sending 
messengers and circulars to the big farm¬ 
ers and planters, ordering them to contrib¬ 
ute to, the treasury of the Cuban repub¬ 
lic, under penalty of having their property 
destroyed by fire. 

The result is that the insurgents are 
really better provided, with funds than 
are the Spanish government officials here. 
The money thus obtained from the gov¬ 
ernment’s friends, the planters and big 
formers, is in; time forwarded to New 
Yor F, or other American ports, where it is 
used for the purchase of arms and n m - 
mnnltion, and the equipping of additional 
expeditions.
